Aiiothor kind of work very much 
liked for niipi i y, as well hs ornamental 
artielos. is the (Jm en Anno dnrned 
work, wlil.'b pi)8ses.-.i's tile luUK'd nt- 
triietloii of being very quickly execut- 
ed. This ombroidory is done by tak- 
ing tho stitches irregularly or by leav- 
ing an equal number of threads with 
those on the m edio In tho iiltcrnato 
rows. 'I'bo stib'lu'H are also sometimes 
tiikoii (liii;,^oiuiUy or in !i,'.\n|,'.nml 
form, either of wbloh will produce 
good results. Sumotimos the design 
ia merely outlined and the entire 
bnck|,'i'.innd lilU'il witli diirning stitches, 
or tht^ (h'si^Mi m;iy bo darned and tho 
Inu'Ui^roiinil loft [ihiin Tiif lalt^'r, bow- 
ev.T. (•Illy It.okh well wIh ti tlic pattern 
covers the (^i-eiiler part of tho niiitocial.

A simple pattern, 
ond one wbieb is very cffeellve. is a 
irorder of oonventioiialized oak leaves, 
outlined wltli ^^roon upon nnbleiudiod 
linen, the ground Ix-in;; dnrnt^d in with 
russet silksr Another pretty deaign is 
of oraogo leaves and bloaaona wliere 
ibe oiiUtnaa are done in bhain atitoh, 
and the fruit, leaves 'and blossoms 
filled in with a ooareely-wrougfat not,- 
work. This is appropriate only for 
artieies that are seldom washed. Some 
zealous worUor.i liavj niidurtaken to 
copy the ancient >fur.'mh <r<; embroid- 
ortoa which cio.ioly resemble pon and 
ink drawing; but it. is a seriotia tax 
upon the eyesight, and it is not deair-

The streets of tho groat citias of 
Japan present at all hours of llie day, 
and eapecbilly at nlgliU Hashing 
kololdoacopic pictures. The houses, 
open to tho gaze of passcrs-liy. :n--< 
hung with inuumoniblo lampi of every 
also, form and color; ond over and 
anon the daintily-fainted panels slide to 
and fro, revealing charming glimpses 
of Japanese home Ufe; a father telling 
fairy stories lo ii group of boys and 
girls. It mother roeking her babe, Jap- 
anese Indies anil gentlemen intent on 
some giuuc or pii/./.le. cliililren study- 
ing their lessons for llio morrow. The 
shops are full of every variety ot 
goods; the streets filled with musiolnns, 
dancers, jugglers, athlotos, bcggnni 
and prldsU; while yonder mnny -storied 
tompio with Us myriail hiinps mid 
countless bi'lls tinklint.' in the nii:lit 
breeze, is thmwn wide open iind iu- 
vitos the passer to enter and worship. 
There In the dusk and silence of its in- 
most shrine ore seated immense images 
of the Buddha, while below, yellow- 
robed priests arc chnntlnir Ihe un- 
broken service of tiu- ifmlilliist lilurt;y. 
The peoiilo sloii ii moiuent to pray 
and to l.e^l>>v.- : M oir. i in;;. mid thea 
return to the light iiud uir ol tho 
street Kow there come toiling by Jin- 
rikl-shos or mon-powor carriages, with 
happy families seated within; tho chil- 
dren, armed with long whips, ainuso 
Ihcmsolvos by touching u\t the men ns 
If Ihoy wore veritable horses, and tlioy 
trot away witli their fcUow-men for 
burdens. Magnificently - dressed 
TrlDces and high-bum ladles ore borne 
peat in Japanese aedaos on men's 
shoulders amid crowds as tree. Joyous 
and orderly us are no other crowds Ib 
tho world, save in the gf«sk tf«e Cities 
of the 1,'niteil Slcitea. 

llol and cold balhs are held Indis- 
pensuhlo in tho poorest household. 
The tub often stands outside near the 
front door; it Is a huge wooden vessel 
having a small earthua (urnoco con- 
nected with it, and a lid covering the 
whole excepting a h.ile just largo 
enough for the head of the t'lttlterto 
emerge llirouu'h. When his work is 
over, a J;ipuneso will till his tub, light 
his furnueu, step in and shut down tho 
Ud; his wife then stirs up the fire until

A man in Duluth haii an iuvoulion 
which he thlnka will cheapen by a half 
the cost of Mhtpttrtinfrtrraln and Itim- 

ber from the Northwest to Europe. In 
liis idea Ihrro arc sug^estloDll of the 
ljuary rafi, a eaii:il l»oai and a torpedo 
Ixint* His plan is t4> inaUc ci^jar- 
ahapod eylinders of slei l. whieli are to 
)ie3oadod In Duluth with grain, sealed 
up.-talcen in tow through tho lakes lo 
HiilTalo, through tho Krio canal to AI- 
liany, down tho Hudson and over lo 
I-ivci pool, wilhontouoo hri«kin(»^)ulk. 

One of the.se shells will be sent to 
Liverpool us soon as it is li sti.'d and 
the iieoeasary coniracis for towin;^ aro 
mode. It ill likely. thon<,'h. that more 
flian oueBliell will bo bnllt before an 
6Xpeidniental trip ' across tho ocean is 
made, as it would not' bo n complete 
experiment, nor would it pay to take 
over only ono shcdl. Tho shells ai-o 
made as lar;re as tho locks of the 
■Kriu caiial will permit. That is 
tl)D; limit to tho bIko of any ves- 
sel Ixiund from Duluth to Now York, 
The«hella are uiadu o( atoa^ t0<|VB* 
xivet^d to each btbar JlM if^oqSi'y 
plates. Insid.' tliei-e is a sheatliinj to 
lirevent the water from ;.'ctlinj,'into the 
whoab That is all thcru is to tho in- 
terior.

After nbsoihin;; ihi' life from tho 
seed the larva, like tho maggot of tho 
wheat midge, loaves the aeed and 
H rii.'!,'les till it uaoapos frOm the elover 
head and falls to the eurpi. Often the 
liead of tlie elover st^ems alive as a 
ni;iL:-'"l pu-Iies frein nearly every Seed 
in iti^elTort to roach the ground. Tho 
jpupa ia found in ita ooooon juat be- 
neath or upon the earth, undar ■ome 
protoeting leaf. et4-. T'he Hiaa-jiave 
iKien seen in New York in May, Au- 
gust, and quite likely soinj (lies may 
iasuo ia Dctoher. I'hlis there are 
suridy two broods in New Y'ork, and 
IHissibly thi-oo. There are certainly 
three farther South. The larvie will 
he seen full grown in tli« seed at 
the North in May, in July, and again 
in .September. T'hey juiisibly pass 
tho winter as ptipa>. Of late the 
larviu have b.en found in seed 
in the market. Thla is an unwel- 
come fact, an.l explains the lapid dis- 
tribution of these iusebto. The only 
remedy snii^'esteJ U deep plowing 
when thu Iarv3< aro yet only partly 
grown. It has l>Dea suggested that 
abandoniiii: elover for a tUne lalfjbt l^e 
wise. That this will aulBoe' la ^fiddly 
to be expected. I'hei'e is enough wild 
clover to prevent the extermination or 
any groat diminution of these insects. 
Wo con hope more from poroaltea. 
- If seed is found stocked with tho 
larviK, it should lie put Into a closo 
ves,sel, as a jui; or liarivl, and bi- 
sulphide of earl.oii aililed. T'his will 
kill all llie larva' post h.i.,ie. l-;ven i n 
open barrel, water-tight, may Ix) usi d 
by placing a buflTalo rube or other aii- 
tight cover over iU The fact that this 
Insect Ll as far West as Michigan, and 
possibly as far as Illinois, makee it a 
matter of general interest. In tho 
futui'O elover seed will be valuable.
